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Meeting  the  Challenges  in 

Science  and  Health

Across  the  nation,  science  courses 
and  interest  in  science-related 
careers  are  attracting  students  at  a 
pace  unheard  of  since  the  post-Sputnik 
years  of  the  early  1960s.  In  the  current 
academic  year,  Pine  Manor  College 
has  approximately  80  declared  science 
majors  (19“o  of  current  students),  18  of 
whom  will  graduate  this  year — an  all- 
time  record.  More  than  300  students 
have  enrolled  in  science  courses,  with 
classes  at  or  exceeding  capacity. 

Basic  knowledge  of  science  and  criti- 
cal thinking  skills  are  more  crucial  than 
ever,  with  students  needing  preparation 
for  the  many  allied  health  arenas  that 
require  basic  scientific  knowledge  as 
well  as  for  advanced  scientific  fields  in 
medicine,  research,  and  industry. 

Pine  Manor  is  responding  to  this 
need.  “PMC’s  small,  all-female  environ- 
ment is  particularly  advantageous  for 
our  students  interested  in  science,” 


stated  Dean  of  the  College  Nia  Lane 
Chester.  “We  have  a talented  science 
faculty  who  are  gifted  teachers  with 
special  abilities  to  connect  with  stu- 
dents, guide  them,  and  inspire  them. 
Nationwide  there  is  increasing  interest 
in  bringing  more  women  of  color  to  sci- 
ence; the  rich  diversity  of  our  student 
body  and  PMC’s  mission  speak  directly 
to  that  goal.” 

Longtime  Professor  of  Biology 
Elizabeth  Gardner  has  seen  enormous 
changes  in  the  Biology  Program  since 
she  Joined  PMC  in  1967.  When  Pine 
Manor  became  a four-year  institution 
in  the  late  1970s,  it  awarded  a BA  in 
Biopsychology  for  science;  the  BA  in 
Biology  followed  in  1992.  The  curricu- 
lum has  been  enhanced  with  innovative 
courses  like  the  Biology  of  HIV  and 
AIDS  and  Professor  Michele  Talbot’s 
lively  forensics  class.  Murder  She  Wrote. 
This  spring,  in  the  wake  of  Hurricane

Katrina,  the  Honors  Seminar  is  ofTering 
a multidisciplinary  examination  of  the 
impact  of  natural  disasters. 

Cross-registration  is  available  with 
the  \1  member  institutions  of  the 
Marine  Studies  Consortium,  where  stu- 
dents can  enroll  in  courses  like  the 
Biology  of  Whales  and  Coastal  Zone 
Management.  A new  affiliation  with  the 
William  F.  Connell  School  of  Nursing  at 
Boston  College  provides  an  opportunity 
for  qualifying  PMC  students  to  earn  a 
nursing  degree  at  Boston  College  after 
two  years  at  PMC. 

Studeiiti^  Embracing 
Science 

Many  students  enter  PMC  intending 
to  work  in  science-related  professions. 
“Students  come  to  us  saying  they  want 
to  be  pediatricians,  dentists,  nurse  prac- 
titioners,” Gardner  said.  “They  don’t 
know  about  the  myriad  of  other  health- 
related  careers — pharmacist,  research 
scientist,  genetics  counselor,  patient 
advocate,  physician  assistant,  and 
many  more.  Our  job  is  to  nurture  their 
goals  and  help  them  focus  in  terms  of 
expectations.” 


The  required  senior  internship  is  a 
major  step  in  this  process.  “Internships 
give  students  real-life  experience  and 
serve  as  reality  checks,”  continued 
Gardner.  “One  student  was  convinced 
she  wanted  to  be  a pediatrician,  so  we 
placed  her  at  Harvard  Vanguard  helping 
to  admit  babies.  She  discovered  she 
hated  dealing  with  babies  and  their 
parents  and  thus  learned  an  important 
lesson.  Now  she’s  on  another  path: 
pathology  at  Brigham  and  Women’s 
Hospital.” 

Many  students  take  Community 
Healthcare  courses,  a concentration 
within  the  Biology  major.  “This  is  a 
great  fit  for  premed  or  allied  health  stu- 
dents,” explained  Talbot.  “The  courses 
involve  the  application  of  knowledge, 
and  show  how  the  theories  students 
have  been  studying  actually  translate  in 
the  real  world.” 

The  new  Dane  Science  Laboratory, 
supported  by  generous  gifts  from 
Ariad  Pharmaceuticals,  the  Frank 
Stanley  Beveridge  Foundation,  and  the 
Whitehead  Institute,  is  enhancing  the 
work  of  science  faculty  and  students. 
Its  creative  design  accommodates  a 
variety  of  teaching  modes:  innovative 


Science  Is  for  Everyone 

44T  was  able  to  effectively  use  information  gained  in  Dr.  Gardner’s 
I Biology  of  Women  course  when  my  mother  became  ill  last  November. 
iShe  was  complaining  of  indigestion  and  chest  pains,  accompanied 
by  lightheadedness  and  a cold  sweat.  I recalled  from  my  studies  that  heart 
attacks  in  women  present  different  symptoms  than  those  in  men,  and  she 
was  having  those  symptoms.  When  I took  her  pulse,  I knew  instantly  that  1 
needed  to  rush  her  to  the  emergency  room.  But  how  could  I convince  her  to 
come  with  me?  1 pulled  out  my  Bl  240  textbook,  and  by  asking  her  questions 
from  the  book  I was  able  to  convince  her  that  she  might  have  a problem. 

Within  a few  minutes  we  were  sitting  in  the  ER.  Luckily  my  mother  was 
not  having  a heart  attack,  but  she  was  having  an  episode  of  atrial  fibrilla- 
tion. Because  she  sought  help  quickly  and  remained  under  observation  and 
treatment  for  several  days,  she  sustained  no  damage  to  her  heart.  My  mother 
and  I are  both  thankful  that  I learned  such  important  information  in  my  Pine 
Manor  course.”

Many  students  are  unaware  of  the  varied  options  open  to  them  in  health- 
care. To  expose  them  to  the  wide  range  of  career  possibilities,  the  College 
developed  the  Community  Healthcare  Outreach  Certificate  Program 
(CHCP).  At  PMC’s  conference  for  local  providers  in  spring  2000,  participants 
brainstormed  ideas  for  a responsive  community  healthcare  program.  By  the 
end  of  2000,  curriculum  proposals  were  funded  with  a $25,000  grant  from  the 
Petersmeyer  Foundation.  The  courses  that  were  launched  (Introduction  to 
Community  Health  and  Healthcare  Policy)  have  continued  every  year  with  sig- 
nificant enrollments. 

PMC’s  community  partners  provide  community  health  projects  for  students 
and  visit  classes  frequently.  Students  contribute  to  health  education  initiatives 
on  campus  in  conjunction  with  PMC’s  Health  and  Wellness  Center.  With  a 
$50,000  Learn  and  Serve  America  grant  from  Massachusetts  Campus  Compact, 
CHCP  infused  two  existing  research  methods  courses  with  a community-based 
research  focus.  Students  partnered  with  local  agencies  to  conduct  projects  that 
served  the  partners  and  their  clients. 

“Our  work  has  been  the  cornerstone  of  much  of  the  community-based  work 
at  the  College,”  stated  CHCP  Coordinator  Associate  Professor  of  Sociology 
Robert  Shea.  “The  idea  for  greater  community  engagement,  consistent  with 
our  mission,  has  been  fostered  by  everything  we  have  learned  developing  this 
program.  PMC  has  become  a leader  in  service  learning  locally  and  beyond.”

desk  pods  and  media  equipment  allow 
students  to  work  cooperatively,  take 
notes,  and  view  experiments  from  every 
vantage  point.  “The  new  lab’s  flexible 
design  enables  us  to  teach  more  sophis- 
ticated bench  skills  at  every  course 
level,”  explained  Gardner. 

Non-majors  are  also  well  served. 
“Science  relates  to  all  of  us,”  explained 
Gardner,  who  enjoys  teaching  non- 
majors  as  much  as  majors,  striving 
to  provide  them  with  relevant  proj- 
ects. Students  in  the  popular  Biology  of 
Women  course,  which  draws  primarily 
non-majors,  educated  the  whole  College 
community  with  their  contributions  to 
last  year’s  Health  and  Wellness  Fair. 

Beyond  the 
Classroom 

Science  courses  are  enhanced  by 
involvements  beyond  the  classroom. 
Recent  lectures  included  Lydia  Villa- 


Komaroff ’s  “When  Turtles  Learn  to  Fly,” 
about  women  working  in  stem  cell 
research.  The  first  Mexican-American 
woman  to  earn  a PhD  in  natural  science, 
Villa-Komaroff  is  a “fabulous  friend  and 
mentor  to  our  students,”  reported 
Talbot.  Currently  a College  Trustee,  she 
also  helped  bring  a donation  of  six 
centrifuges  to  PMC  from  the  Whitehead 
Institute. 

Perhaps  the  best  outside  connections 
happen  among  the  students  themselves. 
Following  graduation,  most  work  in  the 
sciences;  after  a few  years,  many  choose 
a graduate  program.  Throughout  this 
process  most  stay  close  to  their  faculty 
mentors,  and  through  visits  to  classes, 
calls,  and  e-mails,  stay  connected  with 
their  classmates  and  with  PMC  science 
majors  coming  behind  them.  “It’s  a won- 
derful network,”  remarked  Talbot.  ♦

C’ai'la  LiOpoz:  Planned  Parenthood  League  of 
Massachusetts — as  a recovery  room  intern,  took  vital  signs, 
cared  for  patients  post-op,  dispensed  information  on  contra- 
ception, helped  transport  patients.

PMC’s  Health  and  Wellness  Center 
(HWC)  is  a bustling  and  innovative 
hub  where  students  seek  informa- 
tion, assessment,  and  treatment;  receive 
mental  health  counseling;  and  partici- 
pate in — and  spearhead— a multitude 
of  campuswide  programs  that  draw  on 
their  interests  and  skills  and  guide  them 
toward  healthy  lifestyles.  Formerly  an 
infirmary  focusing  on  illness,  the  Center 
was  restructured  in  1995  into  the  pres- 
ent Health  and  Wellness  Center,  with 
healthy,  productive  students  as  its  goal. 
This  transformation  was  enhanced  by 
grants  from  the  Liberty  Mutual  Group 
and  The  Boston  Foundation  and  the 
leadership  of  Abi  Babcock  ’68  and  her 
husband,  with  generous  support  from 
other  donors. 

“Wellness  must  be  a prerequisite  to 
all  else,”  wrote  educator  Ernest  Boyer. 
“Students  cannot  be  intellectually  profi- 
cient if  they  are  physically  or  psycholog- 
ically unwell.”  Nationally,  more  health 
programs  recognize  that  supporting 
healthy  lifestyles  is  more  cost-effective 
than  waiting  for  illness  or  academic  fail- 
ure. Acknowledging  that  physical  and 
emotional  healthcare  are  inextricably 
linked,  the  HWC  staff’s  team  approach 
provides  support  and  healthcare  while 
reducing  duplication  of  services. 

“It’s  not  unusual  for  students  to  come 
to  us  with  vague  physical  complaints, 
when  what  they  are  really  seeking  is 
help  in  dealing  with  stress-related  or 
other  emotional  problems,”  explained 
HWC  Director  Carole  Worsh,  APRN,  ANP. 
“Most  students  feel  safe  coming  here. 
We’ve  worked  hard  to  be  a visible, 
approachable  presence  on  campus  and 
to  reduce  the  stigma  formerly  associ- 
ated with  seeking  counseling.” 

Worsh’s  colleagues  include  Nurse 
Practitioner  Veronica  White,  social 
workers  Martha  Glover,  Director 
of  Counseling,  and  Laura  Quinlan, 
Administrative  Assistant  Elizabeth 


McGaffigan,  and  part-time  consul- 
tants, Physician  Jennifer  Garshman  and 
Psychiatrist  Carol  Weichert.  For  sev- 
eral years  the  Center  has  served  as  a 
clinical  placement  site  for  graduate 
nursing  students  from  Boston  College, 
UMass-Boston,  and  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital’s  Institute  of  Health 
Professions.  They  assist  Worsh  and 
White  and  are  resources  and  role  mod- 
els for  students. 

The  HWC  provides  primary  care, 
including  routine  gynecological  care, 
immunizations,  counseling  services,  and 
health  education/promotion.  “Health 
education  is  a primary  focus  of  the  HWC 
today,”  commented  White. 

Last  fall,  a $1,000  grant  was  received 
from  the  New  England  College  Health 
Association  (NECHA)  for  a pilot  program 
to  reduce  obesity  in  women  of  color, 
based  on  “Sisters  Together:  Move  More, 
Eat  Better,”  a project  of  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health.  “Obesity  is  a major 
risk  factor  for  serious  conditions  like 
heart  disease  or  diabetes,  and  we  are 
committed  to  helping  those  students 
who  are  overweight  and/or  obese,”  stat- 
ed Worsh. 

The  excitement  and  dedication 
Worsh,  White,  and  their  HWC  col- 
leagues bring  to  their  work  is  obvi- 
ous, as  is  their  affection  for  the  young 
women  they  serve.  They  talk  admiringly 
about  students  who  have  courageously 
handled  academic,  family,  and  financial 
responsibilities  while  dealing  with  their

own  serious  health  conditions.  One 
student  who  was  HIV-positive  “spoke  at 
World  AIDS  Day  activities,  got  involved 
with  several  campus  groups,  and  edu- 
cated our  community  about  the  reality 
of  being  a young  woman  living  with 
AIDS.  She  had  a huge  impact  on  the 
students  while  she  was  here,”  report- 
ed Worsh.  The  HWC  staff  also  enjoy 
watching  the  students  they’ve  advised 
enter  health-related  careers  themselves.

Cuba,  Castro,  Havana,  salsa,  sunshine,  vitality,  a missile 
crisis,  cigars  we  could  not  buy,  a place  we  could  not 
visit,  friends  who  could  never  speak  of  their  childhood, 
friends  who  left  their  own  friends  and  houses  and  toys 
in  a place  to  which  they  would  never  return. 

A place  of  great  beauty  and  spirit,  lost. 


Iliad  always  wanted  to  see  Cuba; 
I read  everything  I could  find  about 
the  island.  My  interest  was  in  the 
culture  and  the  people,  and  perhaps 
I was  most  intrigued  by  its  mystery,  the 
appeal  of  a forbidden  place.  In  1992, 
I developed  a course  called  The  Biology 
of  HIV  and  AIDS.  I had  just  completed  a

diseases  in  Cuba  with  great  interest. 

Because  of  the  enforced  isolation 
of  the  country,  its  ecosystem  is  still 
pristine  and  offers  incredible  possibili- 
ties for  research.  1 wanted  to  see  them 
before  the  inevitable  changes  come 
after  the  demise  of  Castro,  so  1 jumped 
at  an  opportunity  to  visit.  1 joined  a trip 
organized  by  the  senior  youth  corps  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Redeemer 
in  Chestnut  Hill  (less  than  a mile  from 
PMC)  to  perform  community  service  in 
Havana.

course  in  epidemiology  at  the  Harvard 
School  of  Public  Health,  and  1 had 
studied  the  spread  of  AIDS  in  the  west- 
ern hemisphere.  The  incidence  of  the 
disease  in  Cuba  was  remarkably  low, 
and  1 was  astounded  to  learn  that  the 
most  ancient  method  of  disease  control, 
quarantine,  was  being  forcefully  and 
effectively  employed  there.  Mandatory 
testing,  education,  and  quarantine  had 
together  achieved  the  lowest  incidence 
of  HIV  infection  in  the  Americas.  I have 
since  followed  this  and  other  infectious

students  from  83  countries  now  study 
medicine  in  Cuba;  in  2004,  1,610  medi- 
cal doctors  received  their  diplomas  in 
the  first  graduating  class  of  the  Latin 
America  Medical  School.  Cuba  has  an 
extensive  hospital  system,  providing 
diagnostic  and  surgical  procedures  (for 
a fee),  particularly  in  ophthalmology, 
for  thousands  of  foreign  patients.  Yet 
the  World  Health  Organization  lists 
the  total  annual  health  expenditure 
per  capita  for  each  Cuban  at  only  $236. 
That  includes  the  cost  of  two  million 
HIV  tests  administered  annually,  vac- 
cines, drugs,  and  medical  care. 

Cuba  is  a place  of  contradictions 
and  paradoxes:  Castro’s  net  worth  is 
estimated  at  $110  million;  the  average 
pension  is  less  than  $100  per  year.  The 
convertible  peso,  on  par  with  the  euro, 
is  the  currency  for  visitors  (not  the  dol- 
lar, which  cannot  be  used)  and  the  cur- 
rency that  will  buy  premium  goods  and 
services,  including  medicine  and  drugs. 
The  Cuban  peso,  the  only  currency 
available  to  those  who  do  not  work  in 
the  tourist  industry,  is  valued  at  about 
four  cents.  Tourists  have  access  to  very 
sophisticated  medicine.  For  Cubans, 
healthcare  is  free  (vaccines,  medicines, 
surgery);  housing  is  free;  food  is  subsi- 
dized; the  sun  shines;  the  air  is  warm; 
life  is  easy.  No!

Castro  has  built  excellent  health 
facilities  for  use  by  foreigners  traveling 
to  Cuba  specifically  for  treatment  or 
needing  care  while  on  holiday.  This  is 
health  tourism,  a very  profitable  busi- 
ness. This  is  also  medical  apartheid,  a 
two-tier  system  of  healthcare  delivery. 
Most  Cubans  have  never  seen  the  new 
hospitals;  they  must  go  to  older  clin-

1 had  hoped  to  work  as  a volunteer 
in  a clinic;  1 was  not  allowed  to  work  at 
all.  1 was  able  to  visit  two  facilities  open 
to  Cubans,  places  where  you  would  not 
wish  to  be  treated.  1 was  told  that  the 
hanging  wires,  exposed  insulation,  dust, 
dirt,  and  debris  were  due  to  “construc- 
tion improvements”  that  “had  been 
continuing  for  the  past  four  years.”  1 
was  told  that  500  surgeries  were  done 
each  week  in  a hospital  no  bigger  than 
Ellsworth  Hall,  where  one  had  to  care- 
fully navigate  piles  of  rubble  and  two- 
foot-deep  holes  in  the  floor. 

1 was  assured  that  all  physicians  had 
Internet  access  to  the  same  global  infor- 
mation available  to  all  doctors,  yet  when 
1 asked  individuals  about  their  familiar-

ity  with  the  sites  from  which  I receive 
daily  updates,  they  did  not  know  what 
I was  talking  about.  Ninety-nine  percent 
of  Cubans  have  no  Internet  access;  for 
foreigners  at  the  Hotel  Nacional,  consid- 
ered the  finest  hotel  in  Cuba,  access  was 
painfully  slow  and  minimally  successful, 
on  very  old  hardware. 

1 saw  an  almost  empty  parking  lot  at 
the  hospital  outside  Cienfuegos;  there 
are  few  cars  in  the  countryside.  1 saw 
only  one  bus  in  the  time  1 was  there, 
the  one  daily  bus  to  the  hospital.  As  this 
ancient  vehicle  departed,  crammed  with 
patients,  a man  ran  from  the  hospital 
yelling  for  the  driver  to  stop.  On  his 
back  was  an  elderly  woman,  his  mother, 
her  entire  leg,  hip  to  toe,  encased  in 
a bright  white  plaster  cast,  obviously 
new,  provided  free  at  the  hospital.  She 
bounced  on  her  son’s  back  as  he  ran  to 
the  bus  and  was  pulled  into  the  bus  by 
other  patients  through  the  space  where 
there  was  once  a window.  When  1 asked 
where  the  bus  was  going,  it  was  clear

that  they  would  have  a long  walk  at  the 
end  of  their  ride.  There  are  virtually  no 
ambulances  for  Cubans. 

There  is  never  enough  of  anything  in 
Cuba.  “We  wait... and  wait... and  wait; 
10  percent  make  and  enforce  the  rules, 
and  90  percent  work  overtime  to  break 
them,”  one  man  said  to  me.  “If  you 
don’t,  you  don’t  survive.”  Daily  life  in 
Cuba  is  barely  tolerable;  it  is  difficult 
to  imagine  life  with  pain  and  a serious 
medical  condition. 

But  what  about  AIDS  and  Cuba’s 
remarkable  success  in  controlling  an 
infection  that  should  be  rampant  in 
such  a young  population?  The  reported 
prevalence  of  HiV  infection  is  under 
0.1%  of  adults  between  the  ages  of  15 
and  49  years,  one  of  the  lowest  inci- 
dences in  the  world  and  far  below  that 
of  other  Caribbean  countries. 

Seventeen  facilities  in  Cuba  treat 
patients  infected  with  HIV.  The  oldest 
and  largest  sanitarium,  near  Havana, 


housed  most  patients  during  the  period 
of  forced  quarantine  (1986-1993).  Today 
quarantine  residence  is  not  required; 
however,  testing  is  mandatory  for 
pregnant  women,  soldiers,  and  blood 
donors.  One  to  two  million  HIV  tests 
annually  in  a population  of  1 1 million 
should  be  an  enormous  factor  in  early 
detection  of  the  infection,  which  should 
and  does  translate  to  fewer  new  infec- 
tions. Individuals  who  test  positive  are 
required  to  spend  at  least  three  months 
at  an  AIDS  sanitarium,  where  they  take 
a training  course  in  living  with  HIV 
and  protecting  others  from  exposure. 
Approximately  48%  of  the  HIV  popula- 
tion lives  in  sanitariums;  others  receive 
treatment  at  one  of  the  HIV  specialty 
centers. 

Cuba  manufactures  a variety  of 
drugs,  including  AZT,  D4T,  3Tc,  DDl, 
and  Crixivan.  Medicines  are  also  sent 
regularly  to  Cubans  by  relatives  in  other 
countries.  Medical  care  for  persons 
infected  with  HIV  is  generally  believed 
to  be  superior  (with  respect  to  quality 
and  accessibility)  to  that  of  the  Cuban 
population  as  a whole. 

Concluding  Reflections 

1 found  Havana  to  be  a city  of  build- 
ings that  are  dying  because  they  can- 
not be  repaired — buildings  of  exquisite, 
perfect  form  and  architectural  detail 
washed  in  a palate  of  colors  that  you 
would  see  nowhere  else. 

1 found  a countryside  of  landscapes 
and  ecosystems  of  pristine  beauty;  they 
are  as  they  have  been  for  hundreds 
of  years;  the  roads  to  them  cannot  be 
repaired,  so  they  have  been  left  for  now 
to  the  plants,  birds,  and  animals. 

1 found  a people  who  struggle  every 
hour  to  survive,  but  who  are  proud  that 
their  country  has  achieved  the  goals 
of  the  revolution:  universal  literacy,  no 
racial  discrimination,  and  healthcare 
for  all. 

As  1 flew  across  the  narrow  chan- 
nel of  water  that  separates  Cuba  from 
the  U.S.  coast  to  return  home  on  the 
fourth  of  July  weekend,  1 found  that  1 
was  immensely  grateful  to  be  a citizen 
of  a country  with  complete  freedom  of 
speech  and  thought. ♦

For  almost  nine  years  Kimberlea 
Tracey  ’91  has  worked  for  UNICEF, 
the  United  Nation’s  Childrens’ 
Fund,  serving  as  director  for  develop- 
ment, national  senior  major  gifts  offi- 
cer, and  director  of  the  New  England 
office.  As  regional  director,  she  works 
with  major  donors  from  around  the 
region  and  the  world.  On  an  annual 
basis  she  is  personally  responsible  for 
more  than  S4  million  in  contributions 
to  the  charity. 

“I  have  an  incredible  job,”  Tracey 
emphasized,  “and  it  is  very  varied.  In 
early  February  last  year,  I was  in  a 
UNICEF-sponsored  children’s  camp  in 
Banda  Aceh,  in  a tent,  coloring  with  a 
large  number  of  orphans,  and  exactly 
one  week  later,  I was  at  a golf  tourna- 
ment in  Miami  that  was  cosponsored  by 
Presidents  Bush  and  Clinton  and  golfer 
Greg  Norman  to  raise  funds  for  tsunami 
relief — and  we  raised  more  than  $2 
million.” 

Eight  weeks  after  the  devastating 
tsunami  and  earthquake  struck  South- 
east Asia  last  year,  Tracey  visited  Sri 
Lanka  and  Banda  Aceh,  Indonesia,  with 
a major  benefactor  and  an  independent 
film  company  that  was  producing  a

documentary.  While  in  the  region  she 
took  many  photographs  and  put  togeth- 
er an  exhibit  and  presentation  that  has 
toured  the  United  States. 

“The  purpose  of  the  exhibit  is  primar- 
ily educational,”  Tracey  said.  “UNICEF 
stopped  collecting  funds  for  the  earth- 
quake/tsunami victims  in  May,  but  we 
use  this  exhibit  to  highlight  the  work  of 
UNICEF  and  to  show  our  donors  what 
they  have  helped  accomplish.” 

In  October,  Tracey  led  a group  of 
donors  to  Lesotho,  a small  tribal  king- 
dom completely  surrounded  by  South 
Africa,  to  visit  UNICEF’s  HIV-AIDS  pro- 
grams and  to  meet  with  victims  and 
orphans  and  take  part  in  the  various 
educational  programs. 


“PMC  gave  me  the  tools  to  do  what 
1 do  on  a daily  basis,”  Tracey  said.  “The 
educational  component  was  good,  but 
what  I learned  from  my  internships 
and  activities  as  well  as  from  fellow 
students,  faculty,  staff,  and  alumnae  has 
proven  invaluable.  It  helped  make  me 
flexible  and  able  to  deal  with  almost 
any  situation  anywhere.” 

At  PMC,  Tracey  was  the  senior  class 
president,  the  editor  of  the  Pine  Manor 
Post,  participant  in  many  PMC  pho- 
nathons,  and  an  intern  in  the  Alumnae 
Office.  She  has  been  a member  of  the 
Alumnae  Board  since  2004,  and  a mem- 
ber of  the  committee  for  the  PMC  auc- 
tion at  the  Hampshire  House  in  Boston 
for  the  past  three  years. 

Currently  Tracey  is  the  chair  of 
the  Development  Committee  of  the 
Alumnae  Board,  a member  of  the 
Capital  Campaign  Task  Force,  a member 
of  the  Development  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  a member  of 
tbe  Committee  for  tbe  Celebration  on 
May  4,  commemorating  a decade  of  the 
presidency  of  Gloria  Nemerowicz  and 
the  College’s  mission  of  inclusive  lead- 
ership and  social  responsibility.  ♦

In  July,  Pine  Manor  College  will  launch 
its  low-residency  Master  of  Fine  Arts 
in  Creative  Writing,  featuring  an  all- 
star  faculty  of  authors.  Low-residency 
MFA  programs — which  combine  short- 
term residencies  and  distance  learn- 
ing— are  designed  for  students  ranging 
from  recent  college  graduates  to  mid- 
career  adults  who  have  family  obliga- 
tions and/or  wish  to  continue  in  their 
present  professions  while  they  pursue 
their  writing. 

In  collaboration  with  faculty  men- 
tors, students  in  the  low-residency  MFA 
design  their  areas  of  study  in  fiction, 
poetry,  creative  nonfiction,  or  writing 
for  children  and  young  adults.  The  60- 
credit  program  requires  four  semesters 
of  intensive  work  via  mail  or  e-mail 
and  five  ten-day  residencies  (in  July  and 
January)  when  students  are  present  on 
the  PMC  campus. 

The  MFA  Program  will  have  one  of 
the  most  distinguished  creative  writing 
faculties  in  the  country.  Guests  during 
the  first  residency  in  July  will  include 
Oprah  Book  Club  author  A.  Manette 
Ansay  and  Pulitzer  Prize  winner  Franz 
Wright. 

A ten-day  residency  begins  each 
semester  with  a challenging  curricu- 
lum of  workshops,  seminars,  readings, 
and  one-on-one  sessions  with  faculty

mentors.  Residencies  provide  students 
with  an  opportunity  to  immerse  them- 
selves in  a community  of  writers  as  they 
hone  their  craft  and  expand  their  knowl- 
edge of  form,  criticism,  and  theory. 

Between  residencies,  students  work 
one-on-one  with  faculty  mentors. 
During  this  time  of  independent  work 
and  study,  students  are  required  to 
submit  manuscripts  and  critical  essays 
based  on  assigned  readings. 

In  the  third  semester,  students  must 
complete  a major  critical  essay  in  their 
area  of  specialization.  Pine  Manor’s  MFA 
will  offer  unique  concentrations  in  such 
areas  as  arts  administration  and  com- 
munity programming,  pedagogy  and  lit- 
eracy studies,  and  publishing.  Students 
choosing  to  study  in  these  areas  may 
undertake  an  internship  during  the 
third  semester,  which  will  enrich  their 
experience,  broaden  their  knowledge, 
and  provide  necessary  research  for  the 
required  critical  essay. 

The  final  graduation  residency  re- 
quires the  presentation  of  a lecture  or 
class  in  the  student’s  specialized  area,  a 
public  reading,  and  the  submission  of  a 
book-length  manuscript.

PMC’s  English  Language  Institute  (ELI)  celebrated 
its  tenth  anniversary  in  January  2006.  During  this 
decade,  more  than  6,000  students  from  33  countries  all 
over  the  globe  came  to  PMC,  and  more  than  S13  million  in  rev- 
enue was  generated  by  ELI,  with  S5.4  million  in  net  revenue 
supporting  the  College’s  undergraduate  program. 

From  its  inception  in  1996,  ELI  grew  steadily  until  it  was 
impacted  by  the  fallout  from  9/1 1.  During  the  past  18  months, 
enrollment  has  been  recovering,  and  the  length  of  the  aver- 
age student’s  stay  in  the  program  has  increased  dramatically. 
In  the  first  years  of  the  program,  most  students  stayed  four 
months  or  less,  while  today  the  majority  stay  eight  months 
or  more.

Her  reception  dur- 
ing Trustees’  weekend  was  a joyous  occasion,  as  the  Pine 
Manor  community  celebrated  the  remarkable  achievement  of 
this  talented  photographer. 

This  spring  the  Hess  Gallery  is  showing  printmaker  Jim  Lee 
and  painter  Suzanne  Modes.  Each  artist’s  work  is  inspired  and 
informed  by  different  people  and  places  in  the  world. 

Jim  Lee,  a Connecticut  printmaker  and  associate  professor 
at  Hartford  Art  School,  exhibited  drawings  and  color  wood- 
cuts  based  on  research  done  on  Cape  Breton  Island,  Nova 
Scotia,  and  other  parts  of  the  Canadian  Maritimes,  where  the 
indigenous  Mi’kmaq  Indians,  French  Acadian  settlers,  and 
English  and  Scottish  immigrants  have  created  a unique  blend 
of  cultures.  The  images  of  sea,  cliffs,  rivers,  and  forests  are 
often  combined  with  Indian  and  Celtic  myth  and  lore  to  pro- 
duce works  that  reflect  these  beautiful,  haunting  places.  Lee 
visited  the  Visual  Arts  Senior  Seminar  in  Aesthetics  class  to 
discuss  his  creative  process.

large  drawing  done  after  9/11.  Here  and  throughout  these 
works  underlying  even  the  sunny  atmosphere  of  Window 
Reflections  with  Flag,  2002,  one  senses  a feeling  of  unease  and 
dislocation.  Hodes’s  work  is  in  many  museums  and  private 
collections,  including  Rockefeller  University,  the  DeCordova 
Museum,  and  the  Fogg  Art  Museum. 

Modes’  exhibit,  “Visions:  From  New  York  to  Tuscany,”  ran 
March  8 to  April  22.  Modes  gave  a talk  this  spring,  “Passion, 
Politics,  and  Paint,”  as  part  of  the  Nicholson  Lecture  Series. ♦

PMC  Awarded  $60,000  Grant  from  Ellsworth  Foundation 


The  College  received  $60,000  grant  from  the  Ruth 
H.  and  Warren  A.  Ellsworth  Foundation  in  January 
2006  for  the  renovation  of  Ellsworth  Hall,  which  was 
originally  dedicated  in  1 969.  The  money  will  be  used  to 
replace  all  of  the  windows,  exterior  doors,  roof,  exterior 
woodwork,  lighting,  carpets,  and  the  apron  of  the  stage. 

Built  as  a result  of  a $750,000  donation  from  the 
Ellsworth  Foundation  in  1 965,  in  honor  of  Ruth  Harrington 
Ellsworth  '22,  Ellsworth  Hall  is  the  center  of  artistic  life  at 
PMC,  housing  the  performance,  practice,  and  teaching 


spaces  for  the  dramatic  arts,  music,  and  dance.  It  also 
serves  as  the  home  of  the  Business  and  Performing  Arts 
faculty,  and  the  Center  for  Inclusive  Leadership  and  Social 
Responsibility. 

In  1 989,  the  Ellsworth  Foundation  funded  the  first  reno- 
vation of  the  facility  with  a grant  of  $75,000  and  under- 
wrote the  cost  for  the  addition  of  two  glass-walled  seminar 
spaces  that  are  used  by  faculty  and  students.  In  1 993,  it 
gave  an  additional  $10,000  to  update  the  sound  system 
in  the  facility.  ♦

The  PMC  Reads  Book  Exchange 
was  established  last  fall  to  fur- 
ther strengthen  the  appreciation 
of  books  and  literature  on  campus  and 
to  make  good  literature  readily  avail- 
able.
